The following is an extract from Tue Acricucturat Gazette, $anuary grst, 1687 — 


“ Waste is a sin in any branch of trade, or in any class of business. Whether it is that we are more 
interested in farming, or that we have more to do with that occupation than any other, however that may be, we 
are persuaded that zasve is more prevalent among farmers than any other class of men. We consider that the 
style of feeding cattle in large yards only furnished with one or, it may be, two side roofs, is wasteful to a degree. 
Upon English farms, especially those where corn farming is the main characteristic, and where the tenant’s 
capital is only half what it should be, waste by means of large open yards, and resulting in the making down of 
a large quantity of straw, with a few cattle, cannot be too strongly deprecated. There are those who cry out 
against covered yards, and in favour of open courts; this we put down as the cry of expediency. If properly. 
made manure is wanted, straw, even in the case of a covered yard, must be sparingly applied; firefanged manure 
is but little good, and firefang will result if straw is improperly used. A tenant on a farm furnished with covered 
yards, and with a thorough knowledge of the system of feeding cattle, will keep ¢iree times as many beasts; as 
will a farmer with wet open yards and upon the old-fashioned heavy turniping system; nay, more, he will keep 
them better and to a larger profit per head. His manure will be veritably manure, and not simply wet straw. It 
is the quality more than the quantity of manure which makes it valuable ; and when we see the straw grown 
upon, say, 250 acres trampled down by twenty-five or thirty small bullocks in open yards almost devoid of 
roofing, and without a spout to catch rain water, we cannot refrain from exclaiming, * Sheer waste: wasté of 
straw, waste of food, waste of money, and positively waste of water.» If the landlord of that farm would cover 
these yards, and the tenant properly use them, 100 cattle would not be too many, and his farm and his-crops 
would soon’ tell where lay the difference between well-made manure and wet straw. Of course, this is largely 
a-question of capital upon the part of the tenant. We are persuaded that fot x tenant possessed of ample or 
sufficient capital no landlord would hesitate to cover cattle yards; the benefit to all parties is so apparent that it 
could hardly be denied, Cheap roofs, such as Galvanized Corrugated, answer the purpose quite well, 
and for £50 it is really surprising to see the extent of roofing to be got. It is with covered yards or covered 
boxes that justice is done to cattle, to food, to manuré, and therefore to farmer and to farm,” *
